Kennedy cousins that marijuana 
possession 
charges

them will be dropped in Septem­ 
ber 1971 if they stay out of trou­ 
ble.

Murphy said his action in the 
cases of the two 16-year-olds, 
Robert F. Kennedy Jr . and R. 
Sargent Shriver 
III,

to court on such charges. 


He declined to find them inno­ 
cent or guilty of charges that 
they were delinquent by reason 
of possession of marijuana, and 
said the continuances he grant­ 
ed them until September 1971 
had the “ effect of probation.

Skyrockets 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
bounced back up to five per 
cent of the work force in Ju ly, 
highest rate in more than five 
years, 
the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The jobless rate had also hit 
five per cent in M ay and then 
declined to 4.7 per cent in June. 


The total number of unem­ 
ployed in Ju ly was 4.5 million, 
an actual drop of 160,000, but it 
usually declines more sharply in 
Ju ly and the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics figured it as a rise of 
275,000 on a seaso n a l adjusted 
basis.

Nixon Gets Postal Reform Bill

W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Con­ 
gress has released its grip on 
the U.S. mails after nearly two 
centuries and the Post Office 
looks forward to shedding hand­ 
icaps that prompted one post­ 
master general to say the de­ 
partment was in “ a race with 
disaster.” 
More than two years after a 
presidential commission recom­ 
mended it, and more than one 
year after the legislation was in­ 
troduced, Congress sent Thurs­ 
day to President Nixon a bill 
creating an independent 
U. S. 
Postal Service. 


The White House hailed the 
occasion as “ a landmark day 
and a landmark piece of legisla­ 
tion for users of the postal serv­ 
ice and postal workers” and 
said Nixon would sign the meas­ 
ure next week. 
It provides for establishment 
to 
incorporate-like 
federal 
agency within a year and a ret­ 
roactive 8 per cent pay hike for 
postal workers. It also makes 
likely an increase in first class 
postage rates—from the six-cent 
to an eight-cent stamp—early 
next year. 
The new Postal Service will 
be run by a nine-man, presiden- 


f tiaily-appointed board of gover­ 


nors who w ill select a postmas­ 
ter general and deputy postmas­ 
ter general. 


Rates will be set not by Con­ 


gress as for the past IHI years, 
but by a five-member rate com­ 
mission with the approval of the 
board of governors. 


The postmaster general, fre­ 
quently in the past a political 
handiman of the president rath­ 
er than a working head of the 
m ail system, will be removed 
from the Cabinet. 


The new system is designed to 
modernize and streamline deliv­ 
ery of the mails, and eventually 
to eliminate the huge deficits 


that have been an annual fea­ 


ture of the Post Office budget 
for the past 16 years.
